WILLIS D. BARKER. 
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REPORT: OF -SGHOOL BOAR 


The time has come for your committee to make their annual report 
of the schools for the year ending Feb. 18, 1897. 

As far as practicable we have employed the same teachers through- 
out the year, as we believe that better and more satisfactory work 
can be done by a teacher who has had the advantage of becoming 
acquainted with her pupils and their capabilities, than by changing 
every term, thereby obliging the teacher to spend at least two weeks 
in finding out where her scholars stand. 

We believe that as a rule good work has been done, and that there 
has been a good degree of united effort on the part of the teachers 
and pupils to’make the schools a success. 

We would respectfully recommend to the parents and guardians of 
the pupils that they make a practice of visiting their schools as often 
as practicable, as, thereby, much unfair criticism of the teachers and 
their methods is often avoided. 

The continuation of the third term at the Center has been carried 
out, and, as far as we can judge, with a marked degree of success. 
No. 5 school, being in session during the winter, lessened somewhat 
the attendance at the Center, but the interest was well sustained and 
good work was done.

REPORT OF PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


On the Ist of April, 1896, the treasurer had in his hands a balance 
of 84 cents. Received during the year for fines, 22 cents. June 10, 
received from the town treasurer, $50.00. June 26, received from the 
proceeds of a concert, $20.60. Oct. 30, received from Prof. Joseph 
Hill’s lecture, $5.80. June 15, Paid Estes & Lauriat $54.95, for a bill 
of books. Paid for covering paper, $2.50. Use of town hall and 
piano, $2 00. Paid express bill and freight, $1.00. Printing and 
postage, $1.55. Sept. 9, for 2 books, $3.75, leaving a balance in his 
hands of $11.76. 


There were added to the library during the year, by purehase, 70 
volumes. Mr. Milton Walton of North Cambridge gave 3 vols., Mrs. 
Rebecea Heald Abbott of Woodstock, Vt., gave 14 copies of Seaside 
Library publications, Miss Sawyer, 1 vol., Mrs. Lee Baron, 1 vol., Mr. 
John Wheeler of Milford, 15 vols., Mrs. Nahum Child, 21 vols., Miss 
Lottie Walton, 20 vols., Mrs. Shedd, the back numbers of ‘‘Munsey’’ 
and ‘‘Cosmopolitan” magazines for last year and Mr. Frank Colburn 
sends the ‘‘Christian Science Monthly.’’ There were also received 
from New Hampshire, 8 vols. of state papers, making a total of 153 
vols., besides the magazines. 


Our citizens have continued their interest in the library as mani- 
fested in various ways, especially by the good number of books do- 
nated to it during the year, yet the trustees would be very glad to 
have larger donations. There are now 4 prominent alcoves empty in 
the building, and if possible, they hope to get these filled as memo- 
rials of some distinguished person or family. They have had needed 
repairs done on the building during the year, and they speak with 
much pleasure of the care and order which has characterized the work 
of the librarian.
